Marshall, Foreign Secretary Ern- 
est Bevin and Foreign Minister 
Robert Schuman, here for the 
third annual United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly session which con- 
venes tomorrow — got together 
with their top advisers in the 
French Foreign Ministry. 


The meeting lasted 50 minutes. 
American and French officials 
said as they emerged from the 
conference there would be no 
briefing.

Reports on 4-Power Talks. 

The western envoys in Moscow 
last saw Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter V. M. Molotov Saturday. One 
official here said today the three 
got the impression Molotov was 
just stringing them along. 
-Reports from Moscow said the 
talks stalled over technicalities 
and conditions demanded by the 
western governments. According 
to this version, the four powers 
were not far from agreement at 
the time. The Russians were said 
to feel they had made concrete 
proposals to settle the issue, but 
that western insistence on techni- 
calities prevented an accord.

ABOARD DEWEY CAMPAIGN 
TRAIN, Sept. 20 (AP) — Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey bore down on 
a “peace and freedom” theme to- 
day as his special train rolled 
westward toward Des Moines and 
a major campaign speech tonight. 

His secretary, Paul Lockwood, 
gave reporters a brief preview of 
his speech. 

Lockwood said Dewey intends to 
“pledge his unswerving adherence’ 
to “the basic principles and pur- 
poses of free government.” 

“He believes that they must be 
followed by the next Administra- 
tion in order to unite America and 
to carry forward in a troubled 
world the hope of freedom and 
the living premise that men can 
be free and that free men can 
live in peace,” Lockwood added. 

Gov. Green Boards Train. 

A 12-member delegation of the 
Inter-American Council of Com- 
merce and Production boarded the 
special train in Chicago’s South 
Side railroad yards. Dewey told 
them that he hoped the United 
States and Latin America will 
become “full partners” as well as 
good neighbors. 

Illinois party leaders boarded 
the train for the trip at least as 
far as Rock Island, where Dewey 
made a brief address. They in- 
cluded United States Senator C. 
Wayland Brooks and Gov. Dwight 
Green. 

At Rock Island Dewey said the 
Republicans’ job is “to bring unity 
to this country.” 

He told an audience of thou- 
sands that the Rock Island-Moline 
area, surrounded by fertile farm 
lands, was a demonstration of the 
United about which he spoke. A 
main industry of the area is the 
manufacture of farm tools’ 

Promises to End “Wobbling.” 

Dewey said the country has 
“wobbling” for years, but that as 
President he would set it on a 
straight course. 

“I am sure that the exposure of 
Communists in our Government is 
not a red herring,” he said. 

With his arrival in Des Moines 
(5:35 p.m., St. Louis time), Dewey 
was to receive from Mayor Heck 
Ross award of the Order of the 
Golden Plow, an honorary organi- 
zation of distinguished visitors to 
Des Moines. After meeting with a 
group of farm editors, he was 
scheduled to speak at Drake Uni- 
versity stadium. he speech will be 
breadcast (C.B.S. and M.B.S.) from 
9 to 9:30 p.m. St. Louis time. 

(In St. Lanis, the address will 
be broadcast by Stations KWK 
and KMOX.) 

In Denver Tomorrow. 

Leaving Des Moines, Dewey will 
swing into Nebraska for a stop at 
North Platte tomorrow morning. 
Then will follow several train 
platform speeches before his arri- 
val in Denver tomorrow afternoon 
for his second major address there 
tomorrow night. 

Dewey’s itinerary includes these 
major speeches, most of which 
will be broadcast nationally: Albu- 
querque, N.M., Sept. 22; Phoenix, 
Ariz., Sept. 23; Los Angeles, Sept. 
24; San Francisco, Sept. 25; .Se- 
attle, Sept. 27; Missoula, Mont., 
Sept. 28; Great Falls, Mont., Sept. 
29; Salt Lake City, Sept. 30, and 
Cheyenne,’ Wyo., Oct. 1. 

There will be important speeches 
also at Portiand, Ore., Sept. 26; 
Spokane, Wash., Sept. 28; Helena, 
Mont., Sept. 29, and Pocatello, 
Idaho, Sept. 30.

WAR THREATENED 


Communists Say Leaders 
of State Sold Out to the 
Dutch — Coup Said to 
Be Linked to Malaya 
Uprising. 


BATAVIA, Java, Sept. 20 (AP)— 
The fledgling Indonesian Repub- 
lic, its third largest city lost to 


the Communists, is facing civil 
war. 

The Communists seized Madioen, 
in centra] Java, Saturday, and to- 
day they accused the republic’s 
government of “selling the coun- 
try to the imperialists.” — 

A parliamentary working com- 
mittee of the republic gave Presi- 
dent Soekarno power to “take any 
measures he sees fit” to safeguard 
security. 

An informed source in Jogija~" 
karta, the republican capital, de- 
clared that a document had been 
found in Communist party files 
stating that a Communist coup in 
Java was to follow within three 
months of the beginning of rebel- 
lious activities in Malaya, to form 
an integral part of the spread of 
Communism in southeast Asia. 

Premier Called Fascist. 

The Communist radio at Ma- 
dioen accused the Indonesian Gov- 
ernment of trying to deliver Indo- 
nesia into the hands of the Dutch. 
The Communists termed Premier 
Mohamed Hatta of thé republic as 
a “Fascist collaborator” and de- 
clared that “Madioen has arisen 
for the destruction of all enemies 
of the revolution.” 

“Military police and the army 
have been disarmed by the peo- 
ple,” it added. “Laborers and farm- 
ers formed a free government. 
These arms will not be silent until 
the whole of Indonesia is free.” 

(In Holland, it was announced 
that Hubertus J. Van Mook, Gov- 
ernor-General of the Dutch East 
Indies, will leave for Batavia to- 
morrow. He had been at The 
Hague for 10 days conferring on 
the Indonesian situation.) 

_Antara, the Indonesian news 
agency, said mass arrests were 
made yesterday in Jogjakarta as 
an aftermath of the Communist 
coup. 3 : 

Antara said*thé main streets-in, 
Jogjekarta are under strong mili- 
tary guard, although traffic and 
daily activities of the people are 
continuing as usual. No public un- 
rest was reported. Train com- 
munications in all directions have 
been stopped but were expected 
to resume today. 

Unconfirmed reports said some 
200 persons had been arrested. 
Jogjakarta headquarters of the 
Pesindo Socialist Youths unit of 
the army have been raided, and 
offices of the newspaper Revu- 
lusioner, Communist youth organ, 
have been closed. 

Offices of left-wing newspapers, 
including the Patriot and Buruh, 
have been placed under police su- 
pervision. Heddquarters of Sobsi 
(Central Trade Union) have been 
put under police guard and its 
top leaders arrested. 

Partial Law. 


Martial 

President Soekarno, declaring 
that the Communist coup in Madi- 
oen “may be regarded as the start 
for seizing the whole republic,” 
called yesterday for the recapture 
of the city as soon as possible. He 
proclaimed martial law for all 
workers in _ vital industries 
throughout the republic. 

He said the insurgents were 
aided by a brigade of the repub- 
lican army and a unit of the peo- 
ples army (Laskar). 

Madioen, provincial government 
seat, is the third largest republi- 
can city on the island of Java. It 
lies just east of the capital of 
Jogjakarta and Soerakarta, the 
largest cities. The Indonesian Re- 
public includes parts of the islands 
of Java, Sumatra and Madoera, 
all historic Dutch colonies. 

The Indonesian news agency 
said the seizure of oen Was 
accomplished with relatively little 
bloodshed. Eyewitnesses said two 
army officers were killed and four 
wounded among the defenders. 
Casualties for the Communist at- 
tackers were not learned.

His 35,000-word report was dis- 
tributed to the 58 U.N. member 
states as his body and that of 
French Lt. Col. Andre Pierre 
Serrot were being flown home. 


It was tentatively planned to 
hold a memorial service at Paris’s 
Orly Field. After receiving hom- 


age from high United Nations and 
French officials, Bernadotte’s 
body would be flown to Stock- 
holm. 

Believes Solution Is Possible. 

Bernadotte said three and a 
half months of mediation efforts 
had not produced even the state 
of a permanent settlement be- 
tween the Arabs and the Jews. 

“I am comvinced, however, that 
it is possible at this stage to form- 
ulate a proposal which, if firmly 
approved and strongly backed by 
the General Assembly, would not 
be resisted ‘forcibly by either 
side,” Bernadotte wrote. 

He emphasized that in order to 
succeed the Security Council 
would have to stand firm on the 
resolution by which it ordered the 
Arabs and Jews to stop fighting

The hold of ‘William Sentner, 
St. Louis Communist, on the dis- 
trict presidency of the CIO United 
Electrical Workers was further 
weakened yesterday when he was 
ousted from his honorary member- 
ship in Evansville (ind.)

Sentner was expelled for life 
last May from St. Louis Local 1102 
on the ground he had used his 
official position to further the in- 
terests of the Communist party. 
His only membership link with 
the district organization now, it 
was reported, is an honorary affili- 
ation with a Newton (la.) local 
and possibly one or two other 
small locals. 

Yesterday’s expulsion from the 
Evansville local came as an after- 
math of the congressional inquiry 
on allegations that the union was 
Communist-dominated. 

The vote to oust him was taken 
at the regular monthly meeting 
after Sentner had asked the mem- 
bers to consider the resolution 
“coolly.” 

Statement by Sentner. 

Referring to his refusal to sign 
a non-Communist affidavit, he 
said: “I couldn’t sign without 
compromising my political be- 
liefs.” 

In addition to ousting Sentner, 
the local members asked for the 
resignations of its. officers and 
appointed a five-man committee 
to investigate the union’s activ- 
ities. 

Resignations were received from 
James Payne, business representa- 
tive, and Sadella Berger, Frances 
Dodge and Virginia Smith, office 
personnel. Mrs. Berger is the wife 
of the local’s attorney. Al Eber- 
hardt, president of 813, said he 
would not resign. 

The local has been the focal 
point of an investigation by a 
House labor subcommittee. At 
hearings a week ago, Many of the 
union members were named by a 
self-identified former Communist, 
Mrs. Kathryn Bell, as members of 
Evansville’s Communist party.

It is true that increased use of trac- 
tors and other machinery has revolu- 
tionized farming, but why not produce 
a few statistics to show how much the 
price of that same machinery has risen? 

A farmer sells 40 nice fat hogs for 
which he receives a check for $2500. He 
knows without consulting the book that 
he can discount the check 50 per cent 
immediately for feed, vaccination, etc. 
-—not counting labor, of course. This 
farmer has recently lost about one third 
of his oats crop because he had to wait 
for the use of his neighbor’s combine, 
so he decides to use this enormous 
“profit” he made on his hogs to buy a 
combine. The only one available is a 
very simple little model, no motor, no 

, not de luxe by any means, and 
its price is $1200. 
‘He needs a baler, too, but since they 
retail at around $2000 he passes it up 
this season. This kind of thing leaves 
very little cash for purchasing new 
electrical equipment which his wife 
needs or any of the luxury items with 
which the city stores are well stocked 
and which someone surely must be buy- 
ing. 

Why doesn’t someone propose an 
agreement whereby prices of manufac- 
tured articles of all kinds, processed 
foods and farm prices are all reduced 
at the same ratio and simultaneously? 
Thén you would hear real cries of woe 
and loud lamentations, for everyone 
would lose money.

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That License Fee Cut 


The American Telephone & Telegraph Co.'s 


offer to reduce the 114 per cent license con- 
tract or “management” fee which it uniformly 
charges all Bell operating subsidiaries does not 
go far enough. A.T.&T. is willing to reduce the 
fee to 1 per eent of the gross revenue of such 
subsidiaries as Southwestern Bell. By this par- 
tial retreat, the holding company hopes to sap 
the offensive being waged to wipe out the fee 
entirely or to limit it to a bill for services ac- 
tually rendered. The strategy will not work. 

A spokesman for the Telephone Committee of 
‘the National Association of Railroad and Util- 
ities Commissioners told A:T.&T.’s representa- 
tive at the Chicago conference Saturday that 
his group will be satisfied with nothing less than 
abolition of the fee and substitution of an an- 
nual bill for actual services of the parent com- 
pany to its subsidiaries. This is the rule which 
the Federal Power Commission instituted years 
ago for power and gas companies. Why should 
the telephone industry be treated differently? 

Homer Thorpe, chief accountant of the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission, has recom- 
mended that in this state the fee, amounting to 
about $800,000 a year, be disallowed entirely. 
The services for which the fee is supposed to 
pay actually are reimbursed in other ways, he 
contends. 

One of the principal elements in the fee is 
the assessment for the support of the Bell Labo- 
ratories. Yet the telephonic research made 
by Bell Laboratories is reflected in improve- 
ments in the equipment produced by Western 
Electric, A.T.&T.’s manufacturing subsidiary. 
Presumably the service of Bell Laboratories is 
reflected in the prices charged by Western Elec- 
tric—which are the object of a special attack by 
N.A.R.U.C. Why should it be charged for again 
in the “management fee’’? 

A.T.&T. is lucky to have escaped so long so 
many of the major regulations placed in effect 
by the Federal Government for holding compa- 
nies in other utility fields. Prudent apprecia- 
tion of this fact should prompt this company to 
yield gracefully, without further protestation, 
to the N.A.R.U.C.’s demand that the “manage- 
ment fee” be replaced by an itemized, auditable 
bill for tangible services performed for the com- 
pliant offspring in this corporate brood. 
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Roy Hull Is Sidetracked 


Thanks to Circuit Judge Henry J. Ingram, law 
and order in Peoria county are spared a ridicu- 
lous spectacle. Judge Ingram has now appointed 
Special Prosecutor Verle W. Safford to prose- 
cute Sheriff Earl E. Spainhower for malfeasance 
and perjury. 

Following the grand jury indictments, it was 
announced that State’s Attorney Roy P. Hull, 
though indicted with Spainhower, would prose- 
cute the Sheriff. That would have put Hull in 
the position of prosecuting a fellow defendant 
for malfeasance at the same time Hull was at- 
tempting to prove his own innocence on a re- 
lated malfeasance charge. Had that weird busi- 
ness gone ahead, the law truly would have been, 
in Mr. Bumble’s word, an “ass.” 

Now all the prosecutions are in Mr. Safford’s 
hands. He conducted the investigations. He 
worked with the grand jury which returned the 
indictments. He knows what facts he has. As 
past president of the Peoria Bar Association, he 
has the community’s confidence. [Jlinois can 
now expect the cases to go to trial in the same 
spirit that marked the fearless investigation. 
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Sweden Keeps the Middle Way 


Sweden will continue the “middle way” in its 
political approach to social and economic prob- 
jems. That is the verdict of its citizens on their 
first nation-wide vote since the war in the com- 
position of their Riksdag (similar to our House 
of Representatives), which for all practical pur- 
poses determines coritrol of the Swedish Gov- 
ernment. 

The Social Democratic party, which has been 
in power since 1932, lost only three seats. Since 
the Socialists had exactly half of the 230 seats 
before the election, their loss is negligible. They 
will not have an actual majority of all seats, but 
they will continue to enjoy a long lead over the 
Liberal party’s 57. 

The Socialist victory is all the more notable 
since the three main opposition parties, the 
Conservatives and the Agrarians in addition to 
the Liberals, joined hands in a rightist effort 
to force the Socialists to share control of the 
government. These three parties agreed to pool 
their votes whenever the candidate of one of 


their. parties failed to win a separate majority.. 


Notwithstanding this strategy of the rightist op- 
position, the Socialists emerged from the bal- 
loting virtually as strong as ever. 

The Swedish campaign was much like an 
American campaign with widespread public de- 
bate and popular discussion. The rightist oppo- 
sition blamed the Socialists for both inflation 


and shortages and then in the same breath con- * 


demned price controls and other government re- 
strictions. Such obvious inconsistencies led the 
voters to discount the opposition’s — as, 
in large part at least, insincere. 

Sinee the Communists Jost six of thejr 15 seats, 
the effect of the election is to coalesce the right- 
ist groups on the one hand against the middle 
Social Democrats on the other. Is Sweden on 
the way to a two-party system in practice? If 
so it can show the other democratic govern- 
ments of Europe a technique which will help 
them out of the morass of frustrated and frus- 
tase splinter parties that grip the Continent.

Under this plan, two-thirds of the proposed

In each county, they 
would radiate from the courthouse and lead 
where favoritism dictated, instead of fitting into 
an efficient, state-wide, over-all plan. 

The proponents of the Curry amendment cry 
out with indignation when their motives are 
questioned. But we have never yet seen a.tax- 
reducer or a boodle-boy who could not make a 
noble speech about his friendship for the people. 
The amendment would exempt the gas and oil 
industry from local occupational taxes, but we 
are told that the real geason why the companies 
want to ste it adopted is because “they have 
come to the conclusion that there is a need to 
set aside a certain portion of the gas tax in the 
interests of the development, the welfare and 
education of all our people in our state in order 
that it can grow, become wealthy, and be in a 
position agriculturally speaking with our neigh- 
boring states such as Iowa, Kansas and Illinois.” 

No doubt, it has never occurred to salesmen 
of road-building equipment that the adoption of 
Proposition No. 1 would make Missouri a happy 
hunting-ground for them. The State Highway 
Commission now can deploy its equipment so 
that it gets maximum mileage out of every piece 
of machinery. But there would be enormous 
duplication if much of the work were turned 
over to local agencie’—duplication which would 
earn many a handsome salesman’s commission 
and company dividend. 

Let’s not be deceived: the Curry amendment 
would benefit only special interests, political 
and private. It would “balkanize” Missouri's 
road system. 
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The Negro and Slum Clearance 

As a bi-racial agency dedicated to bettering 
the lot of Negroes, the Urban League's board 
of directors unanimously voted to support the 
$16,000,000 slum clearance bond issue. The 
league is well aware, as James L. Ford Jr. says, 


that housing for Negroes in St. Louis can only ° 


grow steadily worse as long as so much of it is 
in ancient, decaying buildings. The Negro, even 
more than the white man of low income, must 
put his hope in a fresh start with new buildings. 

Theoretically, slum dwellers might have been 
put out of their homes with no place to go. The 
Urban League, however, knows that this is not 
going to happen. The Mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen have promised that it will not happen. 
Backing up this promise, moreover, are the com- 
munity’s spirit of fair play and the organized 
political power of Negroes and their friends. 

The Urban League intends to keep a close 
watch on clearance and rebuilding under the 
bond issue, and so much the better. Such agen- 
cies can help form the plans and solve the prob- 
lems. The League, however, has firmly commit- 
ted itself on the main question of whether to 
tear down and rebuild or to let the slums stand. 
Without the bond issue, the housing situation 
for Negroes, bad as it already is, can only be- 
come worse. With the bond issue, their situa- 
tion will grow steadily better. 

With the Urban League in the fight, it does 
not seem possible that many Negroes will be de- 
geived by the whispering campaign which is try- 
ing to frighten them into opposing this great 
step for their own welfare. 
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Israel Moves Fast 


The Government of Israel. has met expecta- 
tions. by its roundup of Stern gang members 
in an effort to find those guilty of Count Ber- 
nadotte’s assassination. Moreover, under spe- 
cial emergency regulations, the Government is 
going to take drastic measures against the Stern 
gang, the Irgun and the so-called Fatherland 
Front, an arm of the dissident organization, 
Fighters for the Freedom of Israel. Whatever 
gave rise to these groups and whatever excuse 
they had to operate in the past, there is no 
place for them now in Israel.

Ever «since Wisconsin did her political 
trail-blazing with the first direct primary 
election law in 1903, there has been a dis- 
pute over whether the primary election or 
the party convention is the better method 
of nominating candidates for public offices. 


Indiana used the primary from 1915 un- 
til 1927, and still uses it for nominating 
presidential electors 
and Congressmen. 
But all other officers 
are nominated at 
party conventions. 


In Indiana most 
politicians have op- 
posed the primary. 
In 1947, however, the 
Republican majority 
in the Legislature 
decided to patch up 
the party convention 
procedure. Hoosier

Jenner 
received 799 votes on the first ballot. He 
needed: only 112 more to win. Creighton 
received 551, Helmke and Burch trailed. 

: Gov. Gates knew that Helmke was licked. 
Moréover, he had only one chance to de- 
feat Jenner. He had Helmke hurry to the 
platform and ask his supporters to vote 
for Creighton. Burch followed suit. 

In other years there would have been 
a bandwagon rolling for Jenner after the 
first ballot, Independent action by the 
delegates would have meant political sui- 
cide. 

On the second ballot, Creighton received 
380 of the Helmke-Burch votes. He won by 
19 over Jenner, who had picked up only 36. 

Creighton fully comprehended his victo- 
ry. He had been selected by independent 
delegates. He set about to stop some of 
the feuding, and insisted on none of the 
usual reprisals against his defeated oppo-

For the most part, however, the 
British do not follow that kind 
of logic. They believe in com- 
promise, in yielding a little under 
pressure if that is necessary to 
maintain a final position. Often 
this has worked in the past. In 
some instances. it has been dis- 
astrous. For such an approach,

T THIS season of the year 
Arve the use of dried onions 

s increasing on account of 
seasonal desires for sauteing, 
French frying, and making bread 
and butter pickles, etc., the ques- 
tion of how to slice them to a 
uniform thickness all the way to 
the end of the onion again comes 
up. 

Somehow the idea prevails that 
an onion should be held daintily 
by the cute little tail at the stem 
end. When an onion is peeled 
neatly, it is a sleek globe or ellip- 
soid to hold on to. The only safe 
way to slice such an onion is to 
hold it solidly with a tight grasp 

the cutting board. To cut 
neat slices from one end to the 
other one must begin at the stem 
end. The coneentric rings in this 
bulbous vegetable are firmly at- 
tached at the root end so by 
starting at the stem end, the 
rings remain chored or stable 
and this facil cutting evenly. 
When one cuts off a slice at the 
reot end and slices toward the 
stem, there is no such anchorage 
and the nearer the stem end one 
gets the more the rings in the 
slice loosen and it is impossible 
to hold the onion for making uni- 
form alices that hold together. 
After onions are sliced, of course, 
great care must be used to hold 
them together.

AY after day, 2 middle-aged 

man has been sitting at a road 

intersection in California, hold- 
ing a sign which reads, WHO HIT 
ME? It seems he‘has to identify 
the car in ord to collect on his 
accident compensation. 

Now, he is indeed the world’s 
biggest optimist. He'll be the luck- 
iest hit-and-run victim on record 
if the guy who did it pulls up and 
says in a cultured, well-modulated 
voice, “Sir, a thousand pardons— 
it was I.” 

For the kind of drivers who hit 
people and run, or wI.> have dents 
and creases all over .heir fendérs, 
are as a rule a certain type—and 
it’s not the type who are deeply 
concerned with traffic laws. 

Independent studies made by 
the State of Connecticut and by 
three public service agencies show 
that the drivers who keep having 
accidents are the same ones who 
keep beating the lights, standing 
up on the gas pedal and in gen- 
eral keeping the cops and courts 
as busy as bees in a bass drum. 

Seven out of ten involved in 
fatal accidents were breaking 
sofe traffic law when the acci- 
dent “happened.” So marked is 
the connection between smash-ups 
and summonses that repeated vio- 
lations by a driver can be con- 
sidered the forerunner of an acci- 
dent. And he usually blames the 
accident on bad luck. 

Another interesting fact brought 
out in Connecticut was that the 
court repeaters had personalities, 
characteristics, likes and dislikes 
that made a pattern: A large pro 
portion played the ponies and 
hung around night clubs. They 
liked to drive faster than the av- 
erage. Forty-one per cent felt 
their driving was not much af- 
fected by five drinks—a few said 
they could take ten ard still drive 
okay.
